SUBJECT: Mmetiskg of the DCI with th® PFIAB, 49 Jaly 19^6 


1. Thi« m®®tiof included a discussion of th® report of the 
PFXAB {»awil r«coxr.zn«ndii^ modilicatlons in existing procedures 
designed to strengthen requirements for th# coordination of current 
intelligence pubUcatiens as well as changes in the procedures relating 
to the preparation of National bdelligence Estimates. There was a 
general discussion of ^e panel report* which was initiatad by the DCI, 
in which the Director, DIA and the Director, INR both participated. 

A general consensus developed that there was no iMSted to change 
existing procedures for the formal coordination of current intelligence 
publications or National JDtileULgeace Estimates. It was recognized 
that most of the studies put out by all of the intelligence agencies, 
which are ho* subject to formal coordination, are published to meet 
short deadlines and that the imposition of requirement# for forrral 
coordination 'wotild Invol^'e undue delays. R was also established that 
oiost of the issuances, while not formally coordinated, are either 
produced on the basis of a data base which is recognised in the con>- 
muaity as autiMintic or are discussed informally with experts in the 
various agencies immediately cmmerned. For example. General 
Car roll re^rred to a DXil publication on Communist activity in Latin 
America which, although not coordinated in the formal sense, had 
been read and approved by officials in State and by ClA/OCl. 

2. It was therefore the position of the DCI, with which no 
disagreemeM was expreesed by the Board, that there should be no 
change in existing procedures for formal coordination of cxtxrmA 
intelligence or for production of Naticmal hdrelligenee Bstimates. 

5. On the other hand, the DCI recognised the validity of 
the point made by various members of the Board, particularly General

and the degree of coordiaatioa which the publication has received. 

This problem seems to me to have two clementc: 

a. How and to odxat extent ia it deeireble to Include 
a poeitive state ment to the effect that a given document 
has in fact not been coordinated, and 

b. la It jaractical to attempt to convey auch intangible 
concepts aa the fact that a given publication hai been dis- 
cussed with an expert but not coordinated with a component? 

2. 1 told the DCI that I would communicate hie comiriitm-ent 

to you for whatever action appears appropriate. CSjvlously, having 
decided what is desirable and practical for CIA to do with Agency 
publteaticme, the problem will then develop as to whether other compo- 
nents of the comniBjnlty (DIA and can and should be asked to adopt 

similar practices.
